The finding of the negro yesterday

it conforms in every detail, except 


one with that told by M rs. ( ’le\ea­ 


ger, widow of the man who is al­ 


leged to have been murdered.

stamps under the law would be re­ 


quired to go to Indianapolis to get 


the stamps. 
The 
internal . revenue 
collector is given the right to place 


the stamps in the postoffice for sale, 


but today no stamps had been re­ 


ceived at the postoffice here, neither 


had any arrangements 
been 
made 


for putting them on sale here. 
Some of the banks 
had \ a 
few 


stamps for their own use hut 
the 
banks were not intending to 
have 


the stamps for sale because of th<* 


trouble which would be entailed. No 


per cent, is allowed for the -ale of 
stamps.
